Petrograd, May 10, via London, May

ment’s in yesterday's manifesto to the 
nation at its session today, but wheth- 
er there will be any modification of its 
determination not to participate in 
“the capitalist’ government, ls a inat- 
ter of considerable doubt. 

The government appeal is so direct 
that if the council refuses the nation 
will require some adequate excuse for 
the refusal to participate in a govern- 
ment which seeks to control the an- 
archical menace, The events of the 
Jast week ‘have brought something 
approaching reason to Chiedze, the 
radical Socialist leader, and his assoc! 
ates, and already it ts pointed out by 
hig friends here that Chiedze inside 
the ministry would little in- 
fluence, while outside he wields con-

It is 
a splendid record 
and there are few, 
if any, Edmonton soldiers with a long- 
er term to their credit. Corp, Mac- 
Naughton was born in Dunvegau, Unt, 
and came to Alberta in April, 1913, 
with his father, settling on a farm 
hear Ardrossan, When the call for 
men came he wus one of the first 
to respond. 

He went to Prance in time to take 
part In the second battle of Ypres 
where he was erroneously reported to 
be wounded, He was with five others, 
buried in a trench by the explosion of 
a “Jack Johnson” but came out unin- 
jured. He was wounded in February, 
1915, in 14 places by snrapnel. He re- 
covered and returned to duty in the 
latter part of April, 1915, and has now 
been wounded for the second time, 
April) 10th, at the battle of Vimy 
Ridge. ‘The official telegram says that 
his injuries are in the eyes and ankle. 

Corp, McNaughton is of Highland 
Scotch descent and has not forgotten 
his mother language, the Gaelic, which 
ho speaks fluently. On arriving in 
England he was transferred to a fam- 
ous Alberta battalion which won en- 
during fame in the Ypres fighting and 
later to the machine gun section of an- 
other unit. His father, J, MacNaugh- 
ton, of Ardrossan, received a letter 
from him in which he describes the 
incident of the shell burst with great 
realism, He writes: 

“The first time I went into the 
trenches | was buried alive. You see 
we have dug-outs in the ground coy- 
ered with carth which are shrapnel- 
proof but certainly not Jack Johnson 
proof, and it was one of them that 
came over, There were six of us in 
this dug-out. Two were killed, two 
were wounded and Gied and another 
went crazy as the result of the con+ 
cussion but I got off without « shrateh, 

“I have had several escapes. T 
had two bullets through the edge of 
my cap and a rifle grenade dropped 
within a few feet of me, but failed 
to explode, I am glad to say. If was 
in four bayonet charges and I am 
ready for more.” 

This leter was written in July, 1916, 
and, in vieW of the development of 
the Britsh army since that time wheat 
the writer says regarding the numbers 
and equipment of the British troops is 
iluminating, The only wonder is that 
the Germans did not mareh right 
through them. Corp. (then Pte.) Mace 
Naughton writes: 

“What we want is more artiQery 
and men. We were in the trenches for 
eleven days one time and our artiQery 
was only firing about one shell an 
hour while the Germasis never let 
up. Their shells were all big ones 
while ours were only small, eighteen- 
pounders, with little effecr. 

“Another time we went into the 
trenches we were so thin (few) that 
we, the machine gunners, had to sup- 


ply the sentries for 200! yards and 
Wwe were all that were in it. When we 


would line the parapet foe rapid fire 
ther was only a man abot every alx 
feet while they should be shoulder to 
shoulder, Jn that 200 yurds there 
Were only the machine gunners und it 
took us all at the gun. We have only 
four machine guns to the battallam, 
While the Germans have about 20 
and theirs shoot faster. ft 

“If England is to win this war she 
will have to get more men, more iaa- 
chine guns and more artilbery.” 

Vimy Ridge is a sufficient answer to 
this comment.

Paris, May 12—-President Poincare 
has signed a decree defining the status 
of the new post of chief of the general 
staff to which General Petain has bee 
eppolnted. Gea, Petuin is the delegate 
of the minister of war “for the study 
of all technical questions concerning 
yoilitary operations and for the direc- 
tion of military services in French 
territory,” the decree reads, and con- 
Unues: 

“He gives to the minister of wat 
technical advice on, first, the general 
conduct of the war and the co-opera- 
tion of the allled army; second, on 
the general plans ot operation drawn 
up by the generals in chief whose 
uty it will be to carry them out; third 
on the programs for the canstruction 
of wur material (artillery, aviatioa, 
railroads, etc); fourth, on the distribu- 
tion of the resources of the country in 
effectives and materlals between the 
different theatres of operation; fifth, 
on the use of means of transportation 
in France az regards the movements 
of troops and material, and in general, 
cn all questions submitted to him by 
the minister of war. 

“He will centralize the question of 
staff and general officers and will have 
authority over the military missions 
ond military attaches abroad, Foreign 
wiilitary missions in France will have 
representatives attached to the chief 
of the general staff. 


THINK CRI 
London, May 12.—An internal ‘trisis 
in Germany is near, according to) an 
orchange Telegram dispatch from Am- 
sterdam. The correspondent report- 
ed, the Berlin advices Indicate, that 
the chancellor would survive in the 
political sweep, but that the foreign 
secretary, Zimmerman, and the food 
dictator, Batocki, and others were cer- 
tainly to be ousted.

had become a member of the greatest 
brotherhood in the world, the British 
Army, and how in time to come the 
things gone through or learned would 
never be forgotten, and ties would be 
formed and were forming at that very 
gathering perhaps which would bind 
forever. In closing he expressed the 
hope that it was the first of many 
that would follow the declaration of 
pence and that those who had left 
Edmonton and not returned would 
never be forgotten, Lieut. Heffernan 
called attention to Col. McLeod's re- 
morks as to his object in gathering 
the Edmonton men together being 
purely selfish and expressed doubts 
as to the Colonel'a alncerity in that 
etatement, The manner in which this 
was received by the Colonel's guests 
left no doubt of their own point of 
view. He went on then to remind 
those present how Rdmonton had 
sent a larger proportion, perhaps, of 
her population to the front than any 
other city in the British Empire, and 
that this would show in future even 
if by having only one battalion in 
the line it was not possible to see it 
now, but it would show in the men 
who Inter would become the ruling 
factor in civic, provincial and Dormin- 
ion governments.

outside world. 


In large measure the inereased 
cost of living in Canada is un- 
doubtedly due to the war. For

RE SUNDAY GARDENING

of the Criminal Code, the government 
cannot suspend it, Parliament alone 
has power to amend or repeal. That 
such a course is unnecessary, the pro- 
vision of the statute for works of 
necessity and merey on Sunday, and 
the requirement that no prosecution 
can take place without the consent of 
the Attorney-General is made very 
clear. Thus every case must rest upon 
lis own merits. Upon the question of 
a general permission parliament pro- 
nounced when discussing the Lord's 
Day Act the advisability of a pro- 
posal to allow Sunday harvesting in 
bad weather. 

The request has not, apparently, 
come from the farmers, though doubt- 
less many desire the privilege. To 
grant such permission would not dis- 
suade the great body of farmers from 
Sunday rest and the effect would be 
lo offend and antagonize this class 
whilst throwing into the others’ hands 
What they have long sought, the privil- 
ege of unrestricted Sunday labor.

Chicago, May 12—-The decision of 

the board of trade of Chicago to ter- 
minate trading in May wheat and fix- 
ing of the price of that option at $3.18, 
by a committee which met this morn- 
ing, had practically no effect on spec- 
ulation, 

For weeks now business In May that 
had been rather slight and what 
there was simply accrued to the more 
distant futurés when trading was re- 
sumed today, 

The statement with which the direc- 
tors of the board announced its de- 
cision as to May wheat was bullish and 
after hesitating at the opening, with 
rrices slightly under yesterday's close, 
July wheat shot up 15 cents and Sep- 
tember 14 1-2c from the early bottom. 

The action of the board in no way 
applied to the other options and trad- 
ing in them was feverish, In effect the 
fixing of the May price was to save 
shorts from further losses and to pre- 
vent the longs, among them represen- 
tatives of the allied goVernments, from 
obtaining further profits. The settle- 
ment price, however, permits of hand- 
some gains on wheat bought even two 
weeks ago,

The only expense in connection with 
the loan is a fee of $1 for every $100 
horrowed. There is no further expense 
in connection with chattel mortgages 
or the registration of the same, as the 
Live Stock Commissioner in the De- 
partment of Agriculture holds the cat- 
tle in security for the loan by means 
of a governmént brand, A certain 
amount of supervision is made over 
the purchase of the cattle, or rather, 
the farmer is given whatever asslist- 
anece he may require in the purchase 
of his cows. The money must be used 
oxclusively in the purchase of cows or 
heifers, except in case a number of 
members of an association wish to pur- 
chase a pure-bred bull to be used by 
them as an association, and then 10 
per cent. of their money may be used 
for that purpose, 

The purchaser of live stock under 
this Act must relain the progeny of 
the cows or heifers so purchased until 
the néte is paid, except that he can 
sell the steers when they are two 
years old and uso the proceeds In con- 
nection with his farming business, 
None of the original cows or helfers, 
or cows or heifers bred from them, can 
be sold without the written con- 
sent of the Live Stock Commissioner. 
This consent, of course, will be, given 
in case a farmer should require to gel! 
any of them on account of their being 
non-breeders or for any other reason, 
replacing those sold with other cows 
or heifers. In this way the live stock 
loans will practically all be well secur. 
ed after the first crop of calves has 
been raised, so that there will be a 
comparatively small amount of risk 
either for the Government or for any 
individual member of an association. 

In order to avail themselves of this 
loan, five farmers are asked to join 
together, signing joint and several 
notes for the money, so that in case 
of any man wilfully neglecting his 
stock there will be some interested 

erson in the shape of another mem- 

er of the syndicate to notify the Live 
Stock Commissioner, and he, under 
the provisions of this Act,:can tak 

charge of the stock so neglected, an 
see that other members of the syn- 
dicate as well as the Government are 
protected against loss, 

Provision is axiso made Jn the Act for 
the Live Stock Commissioner to pro- 
ceed against the one man who so ne- 
giccts his stock and compel him to pay 
whatever loss there is without involy- 
ing the other members of the syndi- 
cate in a law-sult, the idea being to 
work out, as simply as possible, a sys- 
tern by which men can borrow money 
at a low rate of interest for the pur- 
chase of live stock, and still have rea- 
sonable protection for the Treasury of 
the Province of Alberta, which guar- 
antees these loans, and thus materially 
reduces the rate of interest, 

Already a number of applications 
have been received from associations, 
and the Live Siock Commissioner is 
now prepared to take the matter up 
with any farmers who are interested 
in the Act, Write the Department of 
Agricalture, Ldmonton, for informa- 
tion, forms of appli ation and copies 
of The Live Stock Envouragenient Act.
